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This  list  is  mainly  an  inventory  of  the  books  and  pamphlets  on 
Abraham  Lincoln  as  they  stand  on  the  shelves  in  the  biographical 
section  of  the  Librarjr.  To  this  are  added  references  to  collected 
works  containing  biographical  sketches,  orations,  etc.;  also  a  list  of 
the  writings  of  Lincoln  as  they  appear  in  the  card  catalogue. 

It  does  not  contain  titles  of  magazine  articles  except  where  they 
have  been  separately  treated  as  monographs. 

It  is  not  pi'esented  as  a  statement  of  the  entire  contents  of  the 
Library  on  the  subject,  as  further  research  would  undoubtedly  dis- 
cover much  more  material  in  collected  works  and  miscellaneous 
compilations. 

As  indicated  above,  the  work  is  intended  to  serve  as  an  inventory 
or  check  list,  not  as  a  bibliography.
